SWIMMERS 


A shark bell, more alarms aad a public address 
system are necessary for the safety of swimmers 
using Altona Beach maintained Cr.-H. W. Lee at 
the council meeting last Tuesday night. 


: Cr. Lee said this year there had been several 
instances of dangerous sharks being present or scares 
which have caused <oncera to the Lile Saving Club. 


The use of a megaphone 
to warn swimmers of 
danger has been found 
to be unsatisfactory on 
south wind days. 

The president of the club 
noticed fins in the water and 
on using the megaphone he 
found only the people on 
the edge of the water could 
hear him, He had to wade 
out and warn swimmers fur- 
ther out. The club considers 
a shark bell on the tower will 
make ‘more poise. Luckily, 
this instance turned out to 
be @ false alarm—they were 
porpoises in the water. 

A further warning could 
be provided by the provision 
of a flag pole on the tower— 
a red flag to be flown for 
danger and a green flag when 
all is clear. 

Lost children. provide 
another problem for the life 
savers. 


Cr, Lee reported that 
on one hot day this sum- 
mer when the beach was 


crowded, 23 children 
were fost, 
To look for tne children 


the life savers had to split 
up their patrol and on find- 
ing children had difficulty 
in locating parents, The 
club considers a public ad- 
dress would greatly alleviate 
this trouble, The club is will 
ing to purchase a public ad- 
dress system but asked if 
the council would supply the | 
power to the tower. 

An extra alarm to be 
placed on the end of the pier 
is necessary for emergencies 
said Cr. Lee. He said he did 
not think it. would have 
made any difference in the 
recent tragedy when .a small 





boy was drowned but it could 
be used to summon aid 
More quickly, 

He said this alarm may bz 
the object of vandalism, but 
he considered the danger of 
the deep water at the end 
of the pier was such that 
the council should instai this 
alarm and keep it maintained. 

He queried the main- 
tenance of other alarms 
on the beach front, 

He said at the start of 
this year no alarms were in 
Operation—he stressed that 
the maintenance o. them is 
very important and should 
be the regular duty of the 
electrician. 

Cr. McIntosh said the 
alarms were badly corroded 
and he moved that when the 
Beach Clean committee in- 
spects the beach they also 
inspect and try the alarms. 

He moved that power be 
Supplied to the tower and 
that with the consent of the 
Public Works Deparment an 
alarm be placed 6n the deep 
water end of the pier. Coun- 
cil readily agreed that. the 
improvements for the safety 
of swimmers be implemented.

He suggested the coun- 
ci] should be able to request 
which section of a sub-divi- 
sion would be required for 
parkland ard in this way 
the council could plan larger 
Parks on blocks near each 
other. 


He said it would be a sorry 
day for future administration 
if recreational blocks are dot- 
ted here and there. 

Cr. Smith dld not agree. 
He said he had noticed in 
Laverton swings in one street 
and in another street quite 
close by another set of swings 
etc. He considered it a good 
idea.

council for all building activ- 
ity and any change in type 
of business in Pier Street 
and nearby. This ensures! the 
future development of this 
area will be on a planned 
basis. ; 

A portfolio was given to 
each councillor covering ‘one 
aspect of ,community life. 
The president, Cr. G. den 
Dulk, and other councillors 
have made ‘themselves avail- 


able for ratepayers queries 

at.a regular place and time 
This year the council made 

several notable decisions. 


One was early in the year 
when it was decided to sub- 
sidise kindergartens so that 
they would be entirely free. 
With the new buildings erec- 
ted during the year there 
are now four infant welfare 
centres and five kindergar- 
tens in the Shire. 


Millers Road Bridge. A 
satifactory bridge over Kor- 
oroit Creek has at last been 
achieved. Unforseen devel- 
opments delayed its opening 
until late in the year. 

Altona Road Bridge. In 
the latter part of the year 
bridges were built near Cres- 
ser Park to provide for the 
passage of road and rail trans- 
port and rail transport over 
the drain to be built from 
Cherry. Swamp. With the 
completion’ of these bridges 
it is expected the drain will 
be expedited. 

Millers Road Widening. 
Substantial progress in’ con- 
verting Millers Road to a 


divided highway Was made.

Altona’s population now exceeds 20,000. Thi 
is an assumption based on the latest figures released 
by the Commonwealth Bureau of Census and Statis. 
tics. At the 1961 census Altona‘’s population wa 
In June, 1962, the estimate was 17,60! 
and in June, 1963, this had increased to 19,300, 
These figures substantiate a present estimate o 


16,617. 


more than 20,000. 


Altona’s rate of growth, 
is exceeded by only one 
area—that of Doncaster and 
Templestowe which showed 
a rate of increase over the 
years of 30.63 per cent. Al- 
tona's figures are 19.38 per 
cent. Waverley City with 
18.26 per cent, Frankston 
16.48 per cent. and Keilor 
16.19 per cent. also showed 
substantial increases. Vic- 
toria’s total] estimated popu- 
lation of 3,055,731 showed an 
increase of 4.3 per cent. 

Our near neighbours Foot- 


scray and Williamstown 
showed very small additions 
while Sunshine after its 


phenomenal progress of late 
years showed an increase and 
rate of growth well below 
that of Altona, 

As might have been ex- 
pected Altona’s dwellings 
increased at a higher rate, 
23.08 per cent., than popula- 
tion, 19.39 per cent. The 
ratio of persons to dwellings 
has decreased to 3.97 per 
cent. 

Official. estimates for Wer- 
ribee township and Laverton 
are not computed. In 1961 
















Werribee township had 
population of 5396 and Lav. 
erton 4100. 

If present trends are main- 
tained Altona’s population| 
could double itself in seve: 
years. 1970 could see a popu-| 
lation verging on 40,000. 

Some consideration must 
be given to the fact that 
opportunities for local employ- 
ment are not keeping pace 
with the increase in Altona’s 
numbers. It is not desirable 
that while we have fine 
facilities for secondary edu- 
cation in the Shire so many 
of our young people must 
perforce find employment in 
other areas. Over a long 
period this problem would 
most likely be overcome. 
The locality of avatlable 
labour is definitely a pre- 
consideration in the intro- 
duction of new industries. 


Judicious action by ' the 
council could well exedite 
this process and lead to the 
establishment of labour em- 
ploying industries such as 
food processing, clothing and 
manufacturing.
